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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 1 is directed to an allowable product. Claim 3, previously withdrawn from 
considerations as being directed to a non-elected species in response to an election of species 
requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the election of species requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
January 25, 2007 is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification, as originally filed, fails to provide express support for introducing the diamine 
and dicarboxylic acid components "separately" into a polymerization reaction apparatus. 
Accordingly, since no support can be found for said limitation, such is deemed new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 6,489,435 (Tanaka et al) as per reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed August 29, 2007 have been fully considered but are not 
persuasive with respect to the rejection of claim 23 over Tanaka et al. 

Tanaka et al clearly disclose that the diamine and diacid components are "separately" 
measured into the reactor. Applicants 1 new requirement, that the diamine and dicarboxylic acid 
components be "separately" introduced into the polymerization reaction apparatus, is thus met. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Applicant's amendments, filed August 29, 2007, have effectively overcome the rejections 
over WO 99/6151 1, WO 99/61510 and the 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection over Tanaka et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-17, 19-22, 24-28 and 30-32 are allowed.
